This was not Known by me previously (before my arrest in 1941) 
despite the well-known names of DACHAU, ORANITNEURG etc., and probably 
was not known by most Germans either. 

And if one now accuses the defendants, such as Dr. FHICK, that they 
were in DACHAU or in some other concentration cam, then & ean only 
State as a former concentration camp inmate (and this is the main reason 
why I bother you with these lines): considering the manner in which the 
visitors in DACHAU were led around the camp, I cannot reproach any of 
them for not knowing anything about true ¢onditions.
